The hope of the German govern- 
ment as well as of the German So- 
clalists that the new Russia will 
conclude a separate peace is 
doomed. The only section of public 
opinion in Russia that is pacifist 
enough to negotiate with the Ger- 
mans, does it only with guns in its 
hands. The new Russia will make 
peace only with a new Germany.

the entire cost of over $160,909. 
The memorial is of Bethel white 
granite and consists of an open cir- 
cular colonnade of eight columns 
fifteen feet in height surmounted by 
a cornice and cresting. The space 
inside the colonnade is to be filled 
with growing flowers. The columns 
on a stylobate of three steps, 
which also rest, at one side, on &@ 
broad platform of Pompton pink 
granite and, at the other, which is 
about five feet lower, on a double 
flight of circular steps. These are 
flanked on each side by a large py- 
lon. The pylons were exhibited a 
short time ago at the American In- 
stitute of Architecture in New York, 
and were pronounced by several ex-

WASHINGTON, March 31.—The 
government's war preparations de- 
veloped important steps today in all 
three branches of national defense. 

At the War Department orders 
were issued calling into the Federal 
service 7000 additional National 
Guardsmen, and it was announced 
that detailed plans had been worked 
out by the General Staff for raising 
any larger army which Congress 
might authorize. 

The Navy Department established 
on an official basie the coast patrol 
of submarine chasers, and ordered 
Capt. Henry Wilson detached from 
his post as commander of the super- 
dreadnaught Pennsylvania to take 
charge of the coast “mosquito fleet.“ 
Bids for more chasers were opened 


at the department during the day 
and Secretary Daniels said he ex- 

soon to have a large number 
of the boats in commission. 

Plans for co-ordination of all de- 
fense resources outside the army and 
navy were worked out by the Coun- 
etl of National Defense and its ad- 
commission, which adhered to 
its original p of mobiliz- 
ing the country’s industries on «a 
peace basis and turned its attention 
to more direct preparations for war. 

FIVE STATES AFFECTED. 

National Gwtardsmen from five 
States and the District of Columbia 
are affected by today’s order, bring- 
ing up to nearly 60,000 the number 
who have been summoned for police 
protection to industrial plants and

Orders for submarine chasers are 
being placed in great numbers, bat 
details are withheld for military | 
reasons. It was offictally stated to-

DANGER OF GERMAN VICTORY. 

No nation that has won in a war 
is so crippled that it cannot begin 
another. Witness the strength of 
the Union following the suppression 
of the rebellion and the instant 
compliance of France and Austria- 
Hungary with Washington's de- 
mands for the abandonment of their 
imperial policies in Mexico. 

The safety of the United States 
forced the inevitable conclusion that 
only a beaten Germany could be 
depended upon to forego the ambi- 
tious designs which Prussian 
tariem has forced upon the patient 
and obedient German people. 

There were other considerations 
which compelled the President to 
abandon peace for war, considera- 
tions of a high international char- 
acter which have not yet been re- 
venled and cannot be revealed until 
the President himeelf Shall speak. 
It is sufficient to say that by casting 


it will dissipate for a long time to 
come, perhaps forever, the Japanese 
danger. In fact, it will assure closer 
relations between the English- 
speaking peoples, relations which 
are. certain to advance the identical 
principles of their respective gov- 
ernmenta and benefit humanity and 
civilization throughout the world.

It is plain to be seen, however, 
that this Russian affair may work 
both ways. 

The financial affairs of the west- 
ern world are greatly influenced by 
the followers of the Jewish religion. 
In the past, the Jews have been the 
objects of terrible persecution in 
Russia. The coming of liberty to 
Russia doubtless means the end of 
the Jewish persecutions. The suc- 
cess of a German invasion of Rus- 
sla will no doubt mean the return 
of the Romanoffs to power and the 
Jews will be persecuted again. 

MONEY FOR THE $LLIES. 

Isn't the conclusion plain? The 
Russian revolution will temporarily 
weaken Russian power to conduct 
the war, but will open up immense 
supplies of Jewish-controlled mon- 
ey for the Allies. 

This was strikingly shown in New 
York. Until the Russian revolution, 
the Allies’ appeals for money were 
coldly received. Immediately fol- 
lowing the abdication of the Czar, 
it is now proposed to have America 
lend money to them without inter- 
est. 


Considered strictly as a military 
problem, it would seem that Ger- 
many has yet more than an even 
chance to win the war. But I be- 
lieve she will lose the war owing 
to internal conditions. And in los- 
ing it, I think most terrible calami- 
ties will be brought upon the world 
in the shape of revolution. 

Anybody who likes can believe all 
this tommyrot about the peaceful 
and beneficent conditians that have 
followed the revolution in Russia. 
believe the fighting is still going on 
there. There is a very fine chance 
of its ending in another French 
Revolution. In fact, it will be amaz- 
ing to me if it does not end in a 
debauch of blood and a revel of 
madness. , 

With all Europe enduring hunger, 
want, sorrow and generally drink- 
ing the drege of human misery, this 
upheaval will not stop at the Rus- 
sian border. There is every pros- 
pect of its sweeping through the 
world like a horrible pestilence. In 
the end, I believe that this war wil) 
be abandoned because every govern- 
ment engaged in it will have worse 
evils te fight at home. 

PREDICTS TROUBLE HERE. 

We will not eseape. I leck te 
see the day, not very far distant, 
when this world will be rocked to 
ite foundations by social dis- 
turbances spreading from the revo- 
lution in Russia, and from the hard 
conditions of famine and misery 
elsewhere in Europe. Weakened 
persons are easy victimes fer dis- 
ease and so are weakened govern- 
men ta. 

As to what the next few weeks 
hold for the United States, it is ap- 
parent that our military activity: of 
the immediate future will lie along 
the Mexican border rather than in 
Europe.

NEW YORK, March %31.—Resuits 
of investigations undertaken by the 
Rockefeller Inaitute last summer 
after the outbreak of infantile 
paralysis and carried on since 


through experiments on monkeys, 
are set forth in the April number 
of the Journal of Experimenta) 


Medicine; the institute publication, 
proofs of which were made public 


today. 

Definite announcement is made 
that immune serum derived from 
the blood of those who have recov- 
ered from the disease—is of definite 
curative value. The report contains 
an analysis of twenty-six cases in 
which records were taken. In four- 
teen cases the serum was adminis- 
tered before paralysis had developed. 
Signs of paralysis followed in only 
four of these. Of the entire twenty- 
six, a large proportion showed im- 
provement after the treatment, 

OF GREATEST VALUE. 

The report concludes that the 
serum is of the greatest value when 
given intra-Sspinal and intra- 
venous injections and when used in 
fairly large quantities. It was found 
to have prevented paralysis from

ERNSTORFF FOUGHT

CAPITAL PIQUED AT SPEECH OF 


Given Country to Avoid it.

WASHINGTON, Maroh 31.-——Sec- 


retary Eimmer manns spech to the 
Reichstag charging the United States 
with gesponesibility for war if it 
comes, brought forth today for the 
firet time official admission that the 
United Ses government knew in 
the middle of January that the sub- 
marine decree was to be issued and 
that after its issuance three days 
were allowed to elapse to give Ger- 
many opportunity to modify or re- 
peal it before the severance of dip- 
lematic relations was announced, 

Count von Bernetorf, it was 
stated by department officials, knew 
of the impending decree two weeks 
before it was issued, and made every 
effort with his government to have 
it repealed. 

Officials here are much aroused by 
Germany's continued attempts to 
convict the United States of desir- 
ing war and they intend to show that 
every possible opportunity was given 
Germany to avold it. America’s ac- 
tion, they point out, foreshadowed in 
the Sussex note, delivered eight and 
a half months before the German de- 
cree, merely followed out the policy 
then outlined. Germany, on the 
other hand, abrogated her promises 
on seven hours’ notice to this gov- 
ernment and then, in face of cer 
tain drastic action by this coun- 
try, allowod three days to pass with- 
out another attempt to meet the 
United States. 

That Germany's decree was dis- 
evussed two weeks ahead of its is- 
sue adds new interest to the Aus- 
trian situation, for it was just at 
that time that Count Tarnowski left 
Austria for this country to become 
the new Austrian Ambassador. 
Whether Vienna was convinced that 
the United States would not sever 
relations, whether Austria was a 
silent and unsympathetic party to 
Germany's action or whether the 
new Ambassador was tntrusted with 
special arguments to present the 
Teutonic viewpoint, are not known. 

Eimmermann's statement that the 
United States had tried to set the 
entire world against Germany after 
the break might be construed by 
this government it was said, as @ 
recognition that Germany considered 
a state of war had existed from the 
date of the severance of relations 
and President Wilson’s appeal to 
neutrales to take similar action. 
Whether Germany took that point 
of view was alleged not to be known.

Remnants of Turkish Kut-el-Amara Forces Reinforced 
by Fresh Units Now Confront Mesopotamian Contin- 
gent — Successful Counter by Mussulmans Reported

ONDON, March %1.—British 
2 forces in Mesopotamia, ad- 

vancing to the north of Bag- 
dad, have occupied the town of 
Kalaat Felulah and the areas of 
Deltawah and Sindiyah and Shera- 
ban, according to an efficial state- 
ment issued today by the British 
press bureau. 

The British troops, the statement 
adds, were now confronted hy the 
remnants of the Turkish army which 
retreated from Kut-el-Amara which 
were reinforced by fresh units near 
Deltawah and Sindiyah, The state- 
ment reads: 

“Bince March 19 our forces oper- 
ating to the north and northeast of 
Bagdad have been actively engaged 
in pressing back the enemy troops 
still remaining in this area and 

nerally securing and censolidating 

e positions. 

“In the course of their converg- 
ing movement toward Khanikin (on 
the Persian border, 100 miles north 
of Bagdad,) our own and sdvanc- 
ing Russian columns encountered 
considerable difficulties, the former 
due to the number of small canals 
and rivers, most of which had to 
be bridged and the latter owing te 
snow and the devastation of the 
country the retreating Turks and 
the formidable obstacle offered by 
the position at Paitak pass.

the opium traffic in China. 

Indignation meetings have been 
held at Shanghai and other points 
in China, protesting against the pro- 
posed action of the government and 
declaring that it is a death blow to 
the campaign against the opium 
traffic which has been carried on for 
ten years.

NEW YORK, March 31.— 
In a statement issued here to-

other treason.” 


Yuan-hung, had assured the oppon- 
ents of the opium traffic that they 
would never consent to the govern- 
ment purchase of the opium com- 
bine stock.

He would 
have it manufactured into pills and 
sold as a drug with great profits to 
the government. 

MAY LEGALIZE SALE. 

The legal existence of the opium 
combine expires on March 31, and 
dealers are forbidden by law to sell 
opium in any port in China after 
that time. However, if the govern- 
ment takes over the trade, it will 
probably legalize opium 
through Chinese druggists. 

Under the treaty with Great 
Britain for the termination of opium 
production and the sale of opium 
in China, the traffic should end with 
1917, and all opium-growing should 
be stamped out. 

Gen. Feng Kuo-chang and other 
government leaders assert that they 
are still eager to prevent the pro- 
duction of opium, but feel that its 
sale as a drug cannot be immediate- 
ly stopped because of the large num- 
ber of old persons addicted to its 
use,

Mrs. I. J. Selby, contralto: Harold 
Proctor, tenor, and Clifford Lott, 
baritone. 

While Trinity Auditorium is not as 
suitable a place to give a work of 
this size, as Clune’s Auditorium, 
where the Symphony will be pre- 
sented this afternoon, the rendition 
last night proved superior in many 
ways to that of two years ago. The 
quartette of solists were exceptional- 
ly effective, achieving an evenness 
of biending in their voices that 
proved particularly acceptable. 

The arrangement of the chorus 
this afternoon at Clune’s will doubt- 
less prove more effective toward en- 
abling greater volume. They did not 
at all times sing out as they should. 
Some exceedingly striking effects 
were o!tcined in the last movement, 
however, especially in the section 
that begins, “Love toward countless 
millions ewelling.” The fervid rell 
gioso atmosphere of the phrases was 
beautifully brought out. It soared 
to ethereal heights in the voicing of 
the soprano parts. Splendid, too, 
was the allegro energetico that fol- 
lowed, and the other closing move- 
ments. 

Of the three orchestral move- 
ments which precede the finale, with 
the chorus, the Symphony made the 
scherzo stand out the most  bril- 
Hantly. The Andanta was played 
with a fine feeling for the Beethoven 
idea, but Mr. Tandler seemed to 
have the difficulty he encounters in 
slow movements of Beethoven of 
preserving, at all times, the thread 
of the melody intact. It is exceed- 
ingly delicate, of coure, in thie por- 
tion of the symphony. e open- 
ing movement was characterized 
with the vigor and power which 
belong to it. It will be a great 
— — to hear the work in the big 
auditorium today, for its vastness 
becomes all the more compelling 
with greater space. 

Goldmark’s radiant “Spring” 
overture was used to open the pro- 
framme, and the closing feature 
that soundeaé the patriotic touch 
that ts requisite at this time was 
the “Festival March and Hymn to 
Liberty” by Hugo Kaun.

Carnival of States Attracts 
Many Visitors. 


Civic Life was Very Profusely 
Illustrated. 


American Flag Predominated 
in Grand Parade.

LONG BEACH, March 81.—Witha 
grand ball in the Munftipal Audi- 
tortum tonight, Long Beach wound 
up a gala day. ’ 
Thousands of visitors from various 
Southern California cities began ar- 


riving early this morning on special 
cars and in automobiles to witness 
the Carnival of States, this city’s 
annual spring fiesta. 
In addition to the entries of the 
various State societies, Canada, Eng- 
land, France, Australia, Spain and 
other countries were represented in 
the big pageant, which was com- 
of seventy-five floats and dec- 
orated automobiles. 
Every department of State and 
civic life was depicted. The city was 
profusely decorated for the occasion, 
and the American flag predominated 
at every hand. 
The vanguard of the parade, which 
commenced to move at 10 o'clock, 
was composed of Boy Scouts, who 
acted as special policemen to keep 
the crowds in order. Hearty ap- 
plause greeted the little lads in 
khaki, who were followed by the 
United States regulars from Fort 
MacArthur, and the boys of Co. H, 
N.G.C., of Long Beach, who detrained 
immediately following the pageant 
for Arcadia for mobilization. All 
the soldiers were accorded tre- 
mendous applause, especially by the 
big delegation of Civil War veterans 
who reviewed the parade in a body 
at Ocean and American avenues, 
One of the first decorated auto- 
mobiles carried the Los Angeles 
County Supervisors. Following this 
machine came the Pasadena Board 
of Trade, which was awarded first 
prize in the civic division. 
FIRST PRIZE WINNER. 
The largest representation of any 
of the State societies was Michigan, 
which was awarded firat prize among

the State floats. Pine boughs and 
cones, such as are grown in the 
Wolverine State, and 10,000 pink 


carnations were used to decorate the 
big truck which carried a big lim- 
ousine, within which were seated 
seven pretty women singing “Mich- 
igan, My Michigan,” along the line 
of march. 

Following the pretty float were 
fifteen brand new standard makes of 
automobiles, all “made in Michigan,” 
and typifying the prosperous industry 
of that State. Iowa, which took 
firet last year. and New York won 
second and third prize, respectively, 
in the State float division. 

Artistic and well-planned to a 
superlative degree was the Atlantic- 
avenue grammar schaol float, which 
won firet prize in the elementary 
school division, and which was pro- 
nounced by many to be one of the 
most beautiful fioral pieces ever

FINED AND CAN'T AGAIN 


PRACTICE IN THE STATE. 


AMUEL R. CHAMLEBR, 65 years 
old, who was convicted Friday 
afternoon of practicing medi- 
cine without a license by a jury fn 
Judge Frederickson’s court, was 
sentenced yesterday afternoon to 
pay a fine of $100 ahd serve a term 
of 100 days in the County Jail. The 
fine was paid immediately. After a 
conference between attorneys for 
the State and defense, Judge Fred- 
erickeon suspended the jail sen- 
tence on condition that Mr. Chamlee 
never again practiced medicine in 
this State. * 

For several ears Mr. Chamlee 
conducted medical offices at No. 747 
South Main street. In advertise- 
ments he claimed to be able to cure 
cancer without the use of a knife. 
His wife was advertised as his as- 
sistant. 


Until December, 1915, he prac- 
ticed under a license issued by the 
State Board of Medical Examiners. 
On that date the license was re- 
voked. Mr. Chamiee obtained an 
injunction and it was not until July, 
1916, that this injunction was dis- 
solved, 

Last January the State Board of 
Medical Examiners completed its 
case against Mr. Chamlee and he 
was arrested on a charge of practis- 
ing without a license. Witnesses 
testified that Mr. Chamlee claimed 
he could do many things he had 
not done, and was also practising as 
if he were a licensed physician. 

Newspaper clippings were ex- 
hibited showing that the defendant 
had received the attention of Fed- 
eral authorities and officials of oth- 
er States before coming to this city 
and afterward. He was referred to 
in these articles as Dr. Chamley, Dr. 
Chamlee and Dr. Shamilee.

PLANNING TO CONTROL BABY 
VOLCANOES. 


CALIPATRIA, March 31. — For 
the last few days the mud geysers 
on the shore of Salton Sea, ten miles 
northeast of this city, are still emit- 
ting huge clouds of steam, accord- 
ing to Ray C. Griswold of: Brawley 
and a party of men who have been 
In the vicinity of the geysers for 
several days. The action of the 
feysers now constitutes one of the 
most spectacular sights to be seen 
in California. 

Griswold states that he and his 
Associates will sink a casing in one 
of the peculiar “mud pots" on the 
edge of the sea, with a view of de- 
termining whether the seemingly 
tremendous power of the steam at 
the lower levels can be used Com- 
mercially, as it is in similar geysers 
in Peronne, France. Griswold thinks 
that the geysers can be harnessed 
to pump water on the lands above 
the canals. 

In 1903 a company of United 
States geologists made a survey of 
the mud geysers, naturalists taking 
a creat interest in the collection of 
pecullar spouting mounds of earth. 


formed from a dry sink to a lake in 
1905 the miniature mud volcanoes 
were covered up and gave no sur- 
face indications ef their existence. 
The gradual receding of Salton Sea 
has uncovered the “mud pots,” and 
they are now objects of great inter- 
est to visitors to the valley. ere 
are eleven of them, all active. Capt. 
Davis of Fish Island, a mile away, 
states that sometimes the steam is 
spouted to a height of 200 feet.

$187,280.42 for the corresponding 
days of last year. 

The March collections in the office 
of the Collector of Internal Revenue

ican sojourn, This history ended 
about five weeks before the time 
of the man’s insanity and with- 
in thirty miles of the place 
where he was taken into cus- 
tody. The report went further, 
and told of the condition of the 
insane man's family; that he 
had a wife and three children 
living in Berlin, where the wife 
made a precarious living as a 
seamstress.

Certainly tt would be futile to 
send a non-English-speaking 
German into this country in time 
of peri! and expect him to ac- 
complish anything worth while. 
Consequently; a certain queta of 
men from the army, following 
their term of service, are taken 
into the secret service, They 
are assisted in their emigration 
to America or some other coun- 
try and from the time they ar- 
rive and during a long course of 
years, they become ‘agents’ of 
the government. They become 
to all appearances excellent cit- 
izens, proeper and invest in some 
line of bisiness. But they are 
still agents of their government, 
and gather such information as 
may be requested. Some of them 
rise to high positions in this 
country and still remain agents 
of the German system, having 
access to detailed information 
that a newly-arrived German 
could not get. 

“Within the present week a 
German of good standing de- 
clared in public that he was 
German only as an enemy to 
England—otherwise an Amer- 
ican——while at the very moment 
he had in his possession maps 
of great detail of almost every- 
thing in California, from the 
coast line to proposed road im- 
provements. He was sepplying 
his government with informa- 
tion gathered at great expense 
by Los Angeles county. Some 
of these maps were photographs 
of other maps, indicating that 
even his ingenuity was not ca- 
pable of obtaining the real 
mape—but he got the next best 
thing, a photograph.

A CONFESSION. 


Here is the story of a spy, 
abriged, but true: 

“I am a German by birth. 
For seventeen years I have 
made a hand-to-mouth exist- 
ence gathering data for the im- 
perial government, I am not 
the kind of spy that under- 
takes a dangerous mission. I 
merely sell books and pick up a 
miscellaneous lot of information 
along engineering lines. I 
could make a better living in. 
many lines, but I work for the 
government because I was 
brought up that way. I pur- 
chased one of the first 
silencers on the market and it 
went direct to Berlin. The only 
use I ever knew our engineers 
to make of this invention was in 
connection with an automobile 
apparatus. I Was allowed a 
certain sum for traveling ex- 
penses-—nothing in the way of 
salary. At the beginning of the 
present war I was offered a fab- 
ulous sum te produce certain 
dyes—certainly nota hostile act. 
I talled, but drew a princely 
ealary while experimenting. I 
was also dropped from the let 
of confidential men employed 
by my government. Now if I 
find anything and try to give it 
4o an agent of the government I 
am met with a cold stare— 
nothing more. My father 
wrote me te remain away from 
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Here, where low Prices, 
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1 of our extensive sa 
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covered an excellent binder for 
a macadam road, but my letters 
are unanswered. When I tried 
to sell this find to an American 
syndicate they told me they 
could get the product cheaper 
in Germany than I could produce 
it here.”

Shows Many Plants are 
Ready for War. 


An industrial survey of the 
city, juet completed by the In- 
dustrial Bureau of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, shows Los.

ALHAMBRA MAY 
HAVE AUDITORIUM. 


(LOCAL COREESPONDENCE } 
ALHAMBRA, March 31.—Uniless 
signs fall, Alhambra is to have a 
modern auditorium to cost $75,000. 
This was the sentiment expressed 


at a meeting of citizens from all 
part of the city held in the high 
school building in conjunction with 
the Board of Education. 

Two years ago Alhambra began 
construction of high school build- 
ings under the group plan, which 
calls for seven buildings when com- 
pleted. At a cost of $100,000, three 
of the new buildings, the science 
hall, Manual Arts and the gymna- 
sium, were bullt, supplementing the 
administration building erected in 
1905. The next building needed in 
the group is an auditorium, and 
plans have been considered by the 
board providing for a etructure 80x 
142 feet in size that will seat 2600 
people. 

If the bonds are voted and the 
aucitorium built, the old auditorium

of seventy-five floats and dec- 
orated automobiles. 

Every department of State and 
civic life was depicted. The city was 
profusely decorated for the occasion, 
and the American flag predominated 
at every hand. 

The vanguard of the parade, which 
commenced to move at 10 o'clock, 
was composed of Boy Scouts, who 
acted as special policemen to keep 
the crowds in order. Hearty ap- 
plause greeted the little lads in 
khaki, who were followed by the 
United States regulars from Fort 
MacArthur, and the boys of Co. H, 
N.G.C., of Long Beach, who detrained 
immediately following the pageant 
for Arcadia for mobilization. All 
the soldiers were accorded tre- 
mendous applause, especially by the 
big delegation of Civil War veterans 
who reviewed the parade in a body 
at Ocean and American avenues. 

One of the first decorated auto- 
mobiles carried the Los Angeles 
County Supervisors. Following this 
machine came the Pasadena Board 
of Trade, which was awarded first 
prize in the civic division.

The largest representation of any 
of the State societies was Michigan, 
which was awarded first prize among 
the State floats.

No one is in the dark now as to 
who are candidates for the various 
city offices. At midnight the list of 
those who have filed nominating 
petitions was completed and the as- 
Pirants will start out bright and 
early tomorrow morning upon a

There are two serious candidates 
for Mayor—the incumbent and M. 
F. Snyder. Two others, H. Roser, @ 
Socialist, and C. E. Sebastian, are 
in the race, but of course they can 
be nothing but “also rans.” What 
induced the former Chief of Police 
and former Mayor, whose resigna- 
tion created the vacancy being filled 
by Mayor Woodman, is more or 
less an enigma. It is generally be- 
lieved, however, that he was actu- 
ated by a desire to boost the film 
production, which is a portray- 
al of his spectacular career, 
or that he was induced to become 
a candidate to keep Mayor Wood- 
man from election at the primaries. 

That the incumbent has more 
than a chance to “go over” at the 
Initial election is admitted on every 
side. If he fails to do bo astute 
politicians say it will be only be- 
cause of apathy on the part of the 
voters who believe in him. Because 
of this possibility no doubt Hercu- 
lean efforts will be made to march 
all of them to the polls. The Sny- 
der féceg will get out. They repre- 
sent the citizenry that can always 
be depended upon to remember 
election day. This true, the friends 
and admirers of Mayor Woodman 
will be urged to do their duty, and 
if all of them do so, the Mayoralty 
campaign will be ended at 7 o'clock 
P. m., one month from today. 


Former Mayor Owen McAleer, 
now member of the Board of Public 
Works, kept us all guessing until 
late yesterday, when he formally 
announced that he would not be & 
candidate against Mayor Woodman. 
He said he would throw his influ- 
ence, which caanot be discounted, to 
the incumbent, all of which d not 
surprising. He could hardly be ex- 
pected to get behind Mr. Snyder, 
whom he personally defeated some 
fifteen years ago. Maybe he wants 
to rub it in by assisting in a second 
defeat. 

When the personne] of Mayor 
Woodman’s Campaign Committee, 
which comprises more than 250 
men and women, representing all 
political and civic factions, was an- 
nounced a few days ago energetic 
friends of Mr. Snyder started the 
baseless rumor that forty or fifty 
of them had repudiated their signa- 
tures. They said noth about the 
refusal of Herbert L. Cornish and 
Harold Janss, whose names were 
among the dosen announced as 
membere of the Snyder committee, 
to serve. 


Boosters for Mr. Snyder have been 
shouting from the housetops that he 
will receive the solid backing of the 
Democrats. He may have a lot of 
‘em behind him, because of hig l- 
legiance to thelr party, but not the 
whole works. For instance, Rufus 
V. Bowden, prominent in Demo- 
cratic clroles, who was a candidate 
for Congrese from the Tenth Dis- 
trict lest fall, & a vice-chairman 
of the Woodman committee and 
Claire Woolwine, whe stands high 
among the unterrified Jeffersonians, 
has a place of honor on the com- 
mittee,

Both 
would have been compelled to adopt 
a Doc Haynes platform, which alone 
would have put a sudden stop to 
their political ambitions. 

The entrance of Charlies KH. 
Knapp, a well-known accountant, 
into the contest for * Auditor 
presages a lively scrap. Mr. Knapp 
is highly recommended by W. C. 
Mushet, a man who knows, and who 
will take the stump for the candl- 
date. City Auditor Myers ts run- 
ning for re-election. 


Warren Williams, City Prosecutor, 
is making a vigorous campaign for 
City Attorney. The incumbent te his 
only opponent. The Prosecutor has 
a large following, lawyers 
say he has exceptional ability and 
his enthusiastic friends believe he 
will win. This ts one of the plums 
that will fall at the primaries. 


Doc Whitesides, who learned poll- 
tio in the Smoky City, in withdraw- 
ing from the Council race yesterday 
said he did so out of the goodness of 
his heart.

BENEFITS ALL. 


Makes the California Farmer 
His Rich Profits. 
Equalizes Foor price Range 
to Public's Gain. 
Represents Much Capital and 
Enormous Business. 


The great part played by the colé- 


| Storage plants of the United States in 


conserving the food resources of the 
country is seldom appreciated by thé 
average citizen. The high cest of 
living during the past two years has

It grows 
and produces a great deal more 
foodstuffs than its own people can 
possibly consume and the surplus is

STORAGE A NECESSITY. 

In the handling of this vast sur- 
plus ot farm and garden produce the 
cold company is a first 
necessity. Perishable commodities, 
such as eggs, butter, cheese, meat 
products, meat, poultry, onions, 
vegetables, fish, apples, condensed 
milk, berries and oranges are some 
of the necessities that are preserved 
in Los Angeles cold-storage plants 
during different times of the year. 
Without cold-storage plants 
farmér of California could not make 
& profit, as the great over-produc- 
tion each year would cause such low 
prices that inside of one season 
alone every farmer in the entire 
State would be ruined.

ABSURD LEGISLATION. 
Officials of the various cold stor- 
age companies of this city are not 
worrying as to whether the ninety- 
day storage bill will be passed by 
the California This act 
Proposes to limit the holding of 
foodstuffs in cold storage to not 
longer than ninety days, when they 
would have to be sold. Under this 
absurd legislation it would be im- 
Possible to have any eggs in win- 
ter, any apples in late winter and 
early Spring months, any butter at 
certain periods of the year, etc. For 
instance, the heavy egg-producing 
months in California are from the 
middie of February to the first of 
June. Surplus eggs at that time are 
withdrawn from the market and 
Placed in storage. These eggs are 
not drawn out until well on into 
August, when the movement starts, 
but does not gain much headway 
until the winter months set in. Now, 
if the ninety-day storage bill were 
law, it would be impossible to held 
eges placed in storage in March 
any longer than June, those placed 
in storage in May would have to be 
taken out by the first of August and 
by the time November came around. 
there would hardly be a case of eggs 
in storage, The same thing would 
happen in the cases of other com- 
modities and the result woula be 
that the consumer would have a 
plethora of cheap food during the 
spring and summer months but 
would have to pay exorbitant prices 
or starve during the winter season. 

However, there is a silver lining 
to every cloud. Similar laws have 
been enacted in the past by the 
States of New York, Pennsylvania 
and other commonwealths, but in 
each case, when carried to the high- 
est tribunal in the land, they were 
declared unconstitutional. The same 
fate will await the California bill if 
it le passed, say local cold storage 
men, so they are not giving much 
attention to the matter.

— For 
the last few days the mud geysers 
on the shore of Salton Sea, ten miles 
northeast of this city, are still emit- 
ting huge clouds of steam, accord- 
ing to Ray C. Griswold of: Brawley 
and a party of men who have been 
In the vicinity of the geysers for 
several days. The action of the 
Seysers now constitutes one of the 
most spectacular sights to be seen 
in California. 

Griswold states that he and his 
associates will sink a casing in one 
of the peculiar “mud pots” on the 
edge of the sea, with a view of de- 
termining whether the seemingly 
tremendous power of the steam at 
the lower levels can be used com- 
mercially, as it is in similar geysers 
in Peronne, France. Griswold thinks 
that the geysers can be harnessed 
to pump water on the lands above 
the canals.

IN SHINING SHEKELS. 


ET the statistics fiend revel in 
L the following, compiled by the 

Balboa studio, from authorita- 
tive sources: 

The United States is by far the 
world's largest manufacturer of mo- 
tion-picture film. While no exact 
figures are available on the quantity 
of film now produced in the United 
States, an estimate based upon the 
known quantity exported suggests 
that the entire domestic production 
considerably exceed 1,000,000,000 
feet, with a value of approximately 
$40,000,000. 

Fifty thousand miles of motion- 
picture film, or enough to stretch 
twice around the globe at the equa- 
tor, passed through the custom- 
houses of the United States in 1916; 
of this, 43,000 miles were American 
films being exported, the remainder 
European films imported. 

A compilation by the foreign trade 


Bank of New York shows that nearly 
$10,000,000 worth of motion-picture 
films made in the United States were 
sent to foreign countries and our 
own colonies, and more than $1,000,- 
000 worth of foreign films were im- 
ported. The exports of the year are 
the largest in the history of this 
compefratively new feature of our 
international trade. 

It was only in 1912 that the ex- 
portation of this class of merchan- 
dise was considered of sufficient im- 
portance to justify a mention in the 
statistics of our international com- 
merce. In that year the total ex- 
ports of films amounted to 80,000,-

In the Champagne 
region, certain varieties of pine trees 
were burned or reddened. At Ran- 
lul, situated some five miles from 
the fighting line, the hothouses be- 
longing to M. Cordonnier suffered 
not a little from the effects of such 
gases during the month of April, 
and thie was especially noticed in the 
case of grape vines, which were al- 
ready in a fair stage of growth. Oth- 
er observers noticed a more or less 
marked effect of the gases upon 
growing grain, and especially rye.

Henry, unfailingly rewards the atten- 
tion, even though it be at the expense 
of plausibility or rather the type of 
characters that have been drawn. It 
is even, however, foolish to speak of 
“plausibility” in Dunsany; his burg 
lars force the gate of heaven; his 
beggars pose as gods and are turned 
to stone; his small boys carry off the 
king’s crown and scepter as a hoop 
and stick. 


Mr. Bierstadt has given a complete 
and particular analysis of the plays

“The Son of Tarzan.” 

Edgar Rice Burroughs writes wild- 
man stuff with a vengeance. The 
third book of the “Tarzan” series is 
gory as the others. Tarzan is an 
English lord, a polished gentleman in 
society, but a tooth-and-nall fighter 
in the jungles where he succeeded in 
establishing himself as King of the 
great apes. His son inherits a taste 
for the wilds, and so flees with a 
great ape to the jungles of Africa, 
where he learns to talk the language 
of apes, monkeys, elephants; and 
where he rescues and loves a French 
girl who had been kidnaped years 
before. And moreover, this young 
fellow has a marvelous number of 
wild and gory fights on every page. 

The remarkable feature of these 
Tarzan stories is not their imagina- 
tive strength or vividity. Beside the 
Brushwood Boy, for instance, they 
are unbearably paltry. But the re 
markable feature is their popularity. 
“Tarzan of the Apes” was reported 
from many sources in Los Angeles, 
week after week, as the “best sel- 
ler; and the same with “The Return 
of Tarzan; and there is no interna 
reason why “The Son of Tarzan” 
should not be as well received. Per- 
haps it is racial memory of the 
jungles—since psychologists are ex- 
plaining everything these days by 
“racial memory” or “repressions”— 
and the books carry men and women 
back to the time when they ate red 
dripping meat torn from living bodies

The investigations of Dr. Laubach, 
of Johns Hopkins, have filled 
librarians with joy. He has shown 
that disease germs do not thrive in 
library books—do not even survive in 
them. The New York Sun treats this 
grave question in this fashion: 

“Dr. Laubach gathered all the bac- 
teria from seventy-five volumes and 
examined their characters. Not one 
was of the criminal class; all came 
from the honest, hard working 
families of germs that fill the air. 
Some of the books were from homes 
where there had been diphtheria, but 
the bacillus of that diseage was ab- 
sent at the scientist's roll call. The 
doctor does not say that the books 
were. Perhaps he considers that 
item negligible, but our own re 
searches indicate that it is not. 
Once, taking a young and active pneu- 
monia germ by the neck we tried to 
house it in a census report. It re- 
sisted savagely, crying out that it 
preferred the warmer pages of 
Buckle’s “History of Civilization,” 
but in the end it was overcome. A 
day later its corpse was found lying 
across the population figures of 
Wichita, Kan., 1890. A germ cannot

James M. Beck, late Assistant 
Attorney-General and author of “The 
Evidence in the Case,” no longer 
assumes the attitude of an investi- 
gator. He became long ago an advo- 
cate of the Allies—as have several 
million other Americans more or less 
recently, for Germany seems to be 
doing everything conceivable to make 
Americans despise and regret their 
neutrality. In “The War and 
Humanity” Mr. Beck undertakes to 
show that America had reason for 
doing so long before the Bopp and 
Von Papen consptracies of assassina- 
tion were revealed, and the Zimmer 
mann note inviting Mexico and 
Japan to make war on us was dis- 
closed. i 
Mr. Beck makes the submarine 
controversy, the treatment of Bel- 
gians and the murder of Edith Cavell 
the text for bitter denunciation of 
the official attitude of our govern- 
ment. But the book is written from 
a broader basis than recrimination; 
and Mr. Beck reviews something of 
the tnevitable—at least inevitable so 
far—causes of war, the state of 
unpreparedness in which the United 
States persists in keeping itself 
though the safeguard of “isolation” 
has been swept away. He explains 
(reproducing an address made in 
England) that the American people 
are “without diminution or shadow 
of turning, heart and soul with the 
Allies;” and m a splendid apprecia- 
tion of France and what France is 
doing, he exposes much of the bun- 
combe of German publicity. In 
speaking of the battle of Verdun he 
says: “It is such immortal valor as 
that displayed by friend and foe at 
Verdun that makes of war a stupen- 
dous moral paradox. The chief 
reason why the soldier will ever be 
a godiike hero in the eyes of men 
is that, rising above the selfish 
commonplaces of the working-day 
world, he Is willing to give the most 
that he can, his life, for the people 
whom he loves, or the cause in which 
he believes. Higher than this ideal 
man cannot reach, for the spiritual 
leader of our race could do no more 
than lay down His lite for the 
others

Over 80 
per cent. of the crop was classed 
with the highest grade fancy stock 
which brings the best price in the 
market.

The now famous Shippey lemon 
grove, nine years of age, is one of 
i prize groves of. all California. 
Investigators come hundreds 
miles to study from it. The prop- 
erty has a cash value of $125,000 
and is, as yet, only bearing half the 
fruit it will eventually produce. It 
will bring the owners this year a 
net return of $27,000, or an average 
of $385 for each of the seventy acres 
plented. 

Mr. Shippey also owns a $16,000 
residence in Porterville and equities 
in oll property and other lands. 
His various sources of income total 
over $16,000, annually, which he ex- 
pects will be doubled within the 
next year or two. His credit is suf- 
ficient to pay all his debts, but he is 
care of 
He will have no in- 
debtedness against him in a very 
short while. 

Mr. Shippey wears a sunny, 
broad smile—the smile of honestly 
gained success. He has never trod 
upon another man to climb up or 
injure his fellow-man in a specula- 
tion, while he has relieved some who 
were forced to sell and saved them 
losing their all. 

“Of course if you stay in one place, 
people come to know you,” says 
Mr. Shippey. “That means you must 
be strictly honest and on the level 
in your operating, for a crooked 


man cannot live long among people 
who know he is crooked.” 

His policy in business is, “beat 
the other fellow to a good deal— 
has time to find

suites him. He is a young man, yet 
— $9 summers, and still a student. 
His present ambition is to travel 
among the best-aeveloped citrus dis- 
tricts of the wortd to get economic 
ideas to tncorporate mto the fruit 
packing business. 

He ts held in high esteem in his 
community both for nis business in- 
tegrity and a warm, congenial per- 
sonality. He has served as presi- 
dent of the local Chamber of Com- 
merce, one term, and was urged to 
accept a second term. However, 44 
Mr. Shippey continues to hold his 
job for the packing company and 
is still using his salary, now grown 
to over the 3300 mark monthly, as a 
stepping stone to his Industrial in- 
dependence, the people of Porter- 
ville allowed him to set aside the 
honerary presidency with its much 
work attached, although they would 
like to have him in that office and 
Mr. Shipper would like to serve 
them were he not doing so many 
other good things.

MODEL HOG RANCH. 


Last of a Herd of Six Hundred Sold 


The Whitten ranch. 
Saulcelito School 
county, half way between 


la and Pixley, last sold the 
last of a herd of 8 hoge that 
brought $35,000, or average of 


nearly $60 per hog. This ranch, con- 
sisting of 159 acres, 120 acres of 
which is set to alfalfa, the balance 
being taken up with grain, ranch 
buildings and yards, is considered 
one of the model ranches of the 
West. 

The owner, R. H. Whitten, No. 
1500 Kenneth road, Glendale, whose 
Offices are located in the Security 
Building. hae developed a hog ranch 
along lines that conform closely to 
the most highly-systematized busi- 
ness organization in existence. This 
ranch is operated by a resident man- 
ager, who makes daily reports to 
his employer and who receives writ- 
ten inetructions for each and every 
step in the conduct of the business, 
which today represents an invest- 
ment, including stock, - and 
buildings, of about $85,000. 

Every breeding animal on 
ranch is registered and an accurate 
record is kept of its performance 
and the gain in weight of each 
member of the litter is kept at all 
times. Each cow is carried on the 
books under the ranch number, reg- 
istry number, name, date of birth, 
dam and sire, number of pigs in 
each litter, their sex and every item 
in reference to the individuality of 
each animal is carefully noted 8 
that when sold the purchaser has a 
record of the hog ‘rom its farrow- 
ing to the date of its receipt. 

The prize boar of this ranch cost 
$1000 and is known ae Jumbo Nodel, 
whose dam weighed $860 pounds. 
said to be the heaviest animal of 
the Poland China breed in ‘existence. 
The Whitten ranch sells hogs all 
over the United States and has es- 
tablished an enviable reputation for 
the excellent breed of Poland-China 
hogs produced Last week forty- 
four animals, known as culls, were 
sold to the packing-house for 
$924.50. or an average of $21.25 per 
head for meat purposes.

He has schooled himself to 
America’s ways and its language— 
has made an American gentieman 
of his imperial peasantry and will 
shoulder a gun In defense of his 
present home, if necessary. 

He will do this, and more. He 
will help every other farmer who 
comes to him for advice to learn 
how to raise twenty-eight and one- 
third tens of sugar beets to the acre 
as he has done at Visalia. 

Ask the sugar factory manager at 
Visalia. Then ask Mr. Brecht how 
he did it, and here are a few of the 
things he will say: 

“Plant all your land. There is 
enough ground wasted along the 
fences and roadways of Tulare 
county to produce the sustenance 
for its entire population. But this 
county will grow better sugar beets 
than in Germany or any other place 
I have ever seen. It will produce 
larger crops. 

“The chief essential in the quan- 
tity of production is water. Water 
has weight. Beets are bought by 
weight. To get water into the beet 
it must be conserved in the sol) by 
early plowing. When the rains come 
after this they sink down deep. The 
ground also tends to pack down 
again with the rains so that it is de- 
vold of alr holes and pockets under 
the surface. You cannot expect a 
good crop if the soil is not firmly 
packed. A light loam soil, of course. 
Ils the ideal. 

HOW TO PLANT BEETS. 

“After planting the seed, the 
ground is rolled to pack it still more 
firmly. Following this, capillary at- 
traction draws up moisture from the 
deeper levels of the soil throughout 
the growing season, as long as one 
keeps a dust-fine mulch on the sur- 
face. No clots or lumps on the sur- 
—— ly dust— the finer, the more 


“The most important point is the 
harvest. Most beet farms lose more 
here in money than they realize. 
After a beet is taken out of the 
ground and thrown into a pile in 
the sunny field it loses much weight 
by moisture evaporation. I have 
weighed bee that lost three 
fourths of a und each the first 
twenty-four hours out of the ground. 
To save much of this weight loss 
the only thing to do is to rush the 
beets to the factory as soon as har- 
vested and not permit them to stand 
in the field. Hardly ope American 
farmer in a thousand considers this 
point. 

“Of course. the loss of moisture 
intensifies the sugar percentage in 
the beets and the farmer receives 
some compensation by the factory 
paying a higher rate for a higher 
sugar percentage. But t 
their sugar percentage determina- 
tion on a few sample beets in each 
load. Carefully kept etatistics have 
convinced me beyond doubt that the 
loss of 1 per cent. in the sugar test 
of the samples is out measured by 
a gain of a few hundred pounds in 
the bulk of the load. It is to the 
farmer's big advantage to work for 
a weighty crop. The weight factor ts 
more readily controlled by him 
than the percentage of sugar in the 
Save the weight.”

He wrote a very interesting book 
entitied, “Around the World on 
Sixty Dollars,” and all whe have 
read it will agree that its author 
is a great lover of humanity—a phi- 
losopher and advocate of the gen- 
tle profession of “tramping.” Mr. 
Meredith is naturaliv. endowed with 
a good mind and, although nearing 
70 years of age. can still outdis- 
tance many a younger “hiker.” 

It appears, according to this book, 
that he was treated very kindly on 
his tramp about the world by the 
natives in each foreign country he 
visited. Men whose language he 
knew not and who could not under- 
stand his, administered to his wants 
very often when in distress. Strange 
Arabs, Greeks. Egyptians, tramps 
along the highways, would walk by 
hie side in silent comradeship and 
share their meals with him. Poor 
Jews of the Holy Land helped him 
find shelter at nicht. Common Ital- 
lan peasants directed his steps 
through the sights of Rome and 
everywhere tn every land all men 
had a touch of human kindness in 
them. 

After Mr. Meredith had tramped“ 
Tulare county he stopped trampinge 
altogether. He located permanently 
and started ranching and home- 
making.

Cement Company's Big Plant to be 
Speeded up to Capacity Tomor- 
row—Ten Near Lease of 
Bottom Lands Se-— 
cured, 


The Riverside Portland Cement 
Company's big plant at Crestmore 
will be speeded up to capacity to- 
morrow, when all twelve Külns will 
be placed in operation and the work- 


ing force increased to 400 men. This 
means a monthly pay roll of nearly 
$60,000. 

The factory has re@ntly gained 
added prestige by reason of the per- 
fecting of a process for the manufac- 
ture of petash from the cement dust 
collected in the big treating plant. 
Thie dust, which formerly was a 
menace to surrounding orange 
groves, is now being converted into 
a valuable by-product, used In the 
manufacture of munitions. 

The company’s plans for speeding 
up the plant were announced by 
George A. Fisher, superintendent, 
who with Griffith Henshaw, son of 
Tyler Henshaw of San Francisco, 
president of the company, and Stan- 
ley Henshaw, have recently returned 
from a six weeks’ inspection of east- 
ern cement plants. 

The company has secured a ten- 
year lease on sixty acres of land in 
the Santa Ana River bottom, near 
Rincon, from the Santa Ana Valley 
Water Company and the Ana- 
heim Union Water Company. From 
this property clay will be mined 
and shipped to the Crestmore plant.

MORE GOOD ROADS. 


The Southern States are to build 
many roads this year. As it is, the 
total annual pyblic revenues spent 
for road and bridge construction in 
the sixteen Southern States increased 
from slightly more than $21,500,000 
in 1904 to about $62,600,000 in 1914, 


according to statistics published by 
the United States Department of Ag- 
riculture, and January 1, 1915, they 
had outstanding more than $77,000,- 
000 in road and bridge bonds, State 
and local. 

The road mileage at the close of 
1914 was 814,567. There were about 
73,600 miles of surfaced roads. The 
greatest road development that year 
was in Kentucky. There 21.4 per 
cent. of the total road mileage was 
surfaced.

However, selections made on the 
basis of teams as they are consti-
